however, was left up to a committee who passed up the embargo 
but secured from Dr. H. C. Givens, state Veterinarian, an order re- 
quiring a veterinarian’s certificate, approved by the state veterinarian 
of the state of origin stating the animal being shipped into Virginia 
had not been exposed or affected with swamp fever. This is aj} 
well and good, but where does that put the state if an outbreak o¢. 
curs? This is a serious disease. It might mean the cancellation of 
sport for many a long day, yet even Kentucky has not gotten around 
to an embargo, nor at this writing has Maryland although this js 
time for practical action. 

No horse should move out of an affected area until it has been 
tested. Horsemen who have been within 20 miles of the disease 
should be obliged to have tests made and in the meantime horses that 
were at Florida or in New England tracks this summer ought to be 
earmarked and quarantined until tests have been made. This jg 
merely insurance for racing, insurance which every track manager 
ought to be glad to help defray. 
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INSURANCE FOR RACING 





Quite justifiably, horsemen have had a very real fright from the 
swamp fever epidemic. With 47 out of 900 horses at Rockingham 
Park affected and with an undetermined number of other horses that 
had left Rockingham before a quarantine was established and which 
had presumably been exposed to the fever there is opportunity still 
for a continued series of outbreaks of this disease. As it is a disease 
for which there is-no cure and as it has already ruined over $100,000 
worth of horses, the results from a real outbreak of this disease are 
something to conjure with and to militate about. 

The disease appears to have started in Florida, carried by horses 
that moved to Suffolk Downs. Horses then went to Narragansett, 
back to Suffolk Downs and from there to Rockingham where the 
disease was finally diagnosed and quarantine was placed on the 
animals there and the affected ones isolated. Meanwhile, as racing 
still continues at Narragansett, the next New England track to open, 
the management ran their meeting, “standing steady as a rock, be- 
neath the impact of panic, hysteria and propaganda sparked by the 
outbreaks of horse sickness in northern New England,” according 
to a release from William Ames, publicity director of Narragansett. 

Such determination is understandable and the will to carry on 
in spite of difficulties is exceedingly commendable, but what about 
the possibility of the spread of the disease, and what is being done 
to stop it? Flies carry it, so do unclean surgical instruments, but 
the most dangerous carrier of all, is the horse itself for an animal 
can, to all intents and purposes, be in perfectly good health and still 
be a carrier of the disease that it can communicate to other horses. 
Where and how many horses were originally in Florida and at the 
New England tracks These are the so-called affected areas but has 
anything been done to see that all these horses are tested for the 
disease? 

The answer to these questions lies in the records of the tracks 
involved. They know the names of the owners and horses racing 
with them, where each owner can be located. For the good of the 
sport of racing, it would not be too much to insist that each of these 
horses have a test made. It is a difficult procedure at best, but as 
Dr. C. D. Stein pointed out at a recent meeting of the Virginia Horse- 
men’s Association, it is perfectly possible to take a serum from ten 
horses at 4 time and inoculate a cheap but healthy horse and by wait- 
ing 60 days, veterinarians can then diagnose the horse’s condition. 
At least, such action would pin point the disease and authorities 
would then know how prevalent it has become and what are the 
necessary next steps. 

As it is now, everybody is doing lots of talking, but when it comes 
down to positive measures from the united racing body, nothing has 
been forthcoming. The New York tracks will let horses out of New 
York, but once out, they are not allowed back. This is sensible al- 
though it works a distinct hardship on everyone who wants to race 
at other tracks and wants also to race in New York. You cannot 
have your cake and eat it too, say the New York track managers and 
they have something. Until the disease is better isolated, no horses 
ought to move from an infected area into another district and each 
state should have an embargo against such movement. 

Virginia started to do this upon the motion of Abram Hewitt at 
a meeting of their Horsemen’s Association. The actual decision,

Hunter Breeding 


Dear Sir: 


I want to congratulate The 
Chronicle on the articles on hunter 
preeding, especially Hark Forrard’s 
Cleveland Bays as hunter prospects. 
All that he says is good common 
sense for though the ideal hunter 
may be a Thoroughbred, the really 
ood ones are so scarce that few 
punting men have the purse strings 
to afford them. I have also observed 
that Thoroughbreds of suitable type 
and substance for hunters seem to 
pe the best bred ones and consequent- 
ly their potential value as race horses 
and breeding stock excludes them 
as hunter prospects. Any man with 
a well bred mare will seek a top 
stallion and a racing future for her 
foal. Hunter breeders can not afford 
to breed Half-breds from such mares. 
Though there may be some splendid 
individuals of unfashionable blood 
lines, a glance at the breeding of 
most of the top conformation horses 
will show that they are by outstand- 
ing Thoroughbred sires with high 
stud fees. 

As a Canadian I shall look for- 
ward to more articles on the sub- 
ject for considerable efforts have 
been made in this country to im- 
prove the standard of Half-bred hun- 
ters, generally with the use of 
Thoroughbred stallions on Half-bred 
mares, It would appear that the num- 
ber of high quality Half-breds has 
fallen off in Canada, possibly be- 
cause Many mares of good type have 
either left the country or have been 
retained as hunters or show horses 
for the major portion of their lives. 

There has been a Cleveland Bay 
stallion standing for some time in 
Ontario and a few of his daughters 
have been bred back to Thorough- 
breds and are producing very useful 
colts. About the oldest of these was 
the filly that won the Governor 
General’s Cup for 3-year-olds at the 
Royal Winter Fair last fall, who had 
unusual size. 

Mr. Vernon Cardy of Montreal has 
asplendid brown heavyweight, Time 
Square, which I believe was bred in 
the Genessee Valley and may be de- 
cended from the French Coach strain, 
mentioned by Hark Forrard, as be- 
ing introduced there from Quebec, 
though he would perhaps appear to 
be more of the Cleveland Bay type. 
I know it would be very interesting 
to Canadian readers if his breeding 
could be furnished through The 
Chronicle. 

There are several French Coach 
stallions of Quebec origin standing 
in Ontario and a few German Coach. 
It has been my observation that the 
French Coach seem to leave horses 
with better fronts and shoulders 
than the German Coach, which are 
more inclined to a straight shoulder 
and heavier forehand. We _ experi- 
mented for some years with such a 
cross and found that even the 3-4 
bred ones still showed a predom- 
inence of the German Coach charac- 
teristics.

Low Airs of Dressage 


Dear Sir: 


Have been reading a great many 
letters in your paper for the past 
year written by people who insist 
that Dressage is a good thing for 
hunters. Something tells me thax 
many of these letters have been writ- 
ten by those who have never ridden 
a dressage horse in their lives, and 
that others have been written by 
those who are thinking of Haute 
Ecole. 


Now I am not a Dressage expert, 
but I have ridden horses trained py 
aman who is’ perhaps the _ best 
known exponent of dressage in this 
country and I have been convinced 
for many years that Dressage is not 
good for hunters, in general. 


When a horse has been trained at 
Dressage (as it has been demonstrat- 
ed at various gatherings of horse 
minded people in this country) his 
rider of the moment must be as well 
educated as is the horse, else there 
will be no meeting of minds between 
man and animal. You can imagine 
the consequences when such occurs 
in the hunting field or the show- 
ring. Another thing while Dressage 
may be good for the hunter kept and 
ridden by the expert, it will be pra- 
ctically disastrous to turn that ani- 
mal over to anyone who doesn’t 
know at least as much as the horse. 
Now you and I know that there are 
not many people hunting who have 
the faintest idea of the first steps 
toward Dressage. 


Now if your correspondents are 
thinking of the low airs of Dressage 
(called ‘schooling’ by Cavalry Offi- 
cers) I will agree. Such training is 
not beyond the powers of the ordin- 
ary rider, and it will go far to ren- 
der a hunter tractable, disciplined 
and* pleasant to ride. However, let 
me warn you that again the trainer 
must know more than his horse. 


I think it would be a good thing 
if the people interested in advanced 
schooling for horses would first of 
all learn the practice of it, before 
they begin to publicly discuss it’s 
advantages. After all, a musician 
must be able to do what his reading 
of music tells him to do, but most 
important of all, he must not only 
know what to do but when to do it. 
He can learn this only with practice.

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Further Thoughts On Hunter Breeding 








Is the Sprinter Or the Stayer Your Type of 
Hunter? The Necessity of Combining Both 
Strains For the Best Features of Both 





Hark Forrard 


In the last issue we presented the 
question, which make the best Thor- 
oughbred hunters, sprinters or stay- 
ers? We outlined the differences in 
conformation between the two types 
—the short legged, blocky sprinters, 
the taller, more lathy stayers. Then 
we paused to allow readers seven 
days for reflection. 

In addition to differences of con- 
formation between sprinters and 
stayers there are also differences of 
temperament. In general most sprin- 
ters have @ much more even disposi- 
tion than stayers. The descendents 
of Broomstick and The Tetrarch are 
usually much quieter and more 
tractable than the descendants of 
Fair Play and Son in Law. As a mat- 
ter of fact the popularity of grey 
horses among hunting men is due, 
not merely to the fact that the color 
looks well with a pink coat, but also 
to the fact that The Tetrarch line is 
our principal source of this color 
and that most of its representatives 
are quiet. 

Just why there should be these 
differences of temperament between 
sprinters and stayers is one of the 
unsolved mysteries of Thoroughbred 
breeding. The sprinter makes his 
supreme effort far a limited period 
of time. The stayer, on the other 
hand, is called upon to put forth his 
maximum forces over a_ longer 
period. The theory has been advan- 
ced that the stayer is tnerefore sub- 
jected to greater demands on his 
nervous energy and needs a more 
highly strung nervous system to 
cope with these demands. Whatever 
the explanation, however, the fact 
remains that stayers are generally 
more highly strung than sprinters. 
Of course there are well-known ex- 
ceptions to this generalisation, but 
the rule remains the same. 

We may compare sprinters with 
stayers for hunter purposes with re- 
spect to speed stamina action, dis- 
position and soundness. In discuss- 
ing speed we should remember that 
the Thoroughbred gear shift includ- 
es about five forward speeds as well 
as a reverse. There are sprints up to 
a mile, there are middle distance 
races from a mile to a mile and a 
half, and there are distance races 
from a mile and a half to two miles 
and up. In the jumping field there 
are the steeplechasers that go from 
two to four miles and there are the 
hunters that go any distance up to 
twenty or twenty five miles in a day. 
The farther they go the slower the 
pace. It follows, therefore, that all 
Thoroughbreds are fast enough for 
the hunting field. If they have the 
speed to race at a mile, they cer- 
tainly have the speed to follow 
hounds across country. 

When we come to stamina, in the 
hunting field however. there is con- 
siderable. difference between stay- 
ets and sprinters. It takes sheer 
strength to carry a heavyweight 
through deep going for long dis- 
tances across country. AS far as 
strength is concerned the broad 
chested, heavily muscled sprinter is 
Superior to the longer legged, lathy 
Stayer. A striking instance of this 
’ppears in the autobiography of 
Henry Custance, one of the great 
English jockeys of the last century. 
Custance was almost unique among 

© members of his profession in 

ng an ardent hunting man. He 
tells of hunting a horse that had 
Won the Cesarewitch, one of the 
lish classte distance races of two 
& quarter miles. This horse ac- 


tully could not keep up. with hounds 
in Leicestershire. It was not, of 
course, that he lacked speed. On the 
contrary the difficulty was that he 
did not have the stamina to gallop 
and jump across a heavy and strong- 
ly fenced country. 

In the matter of action 
sprinters travel rather shorter and 
higher than stayers. Their problem 
is to pick ’em up and put ’em down 
in a hurry, rather than to develop 
the long, low, sweeping action tnat 
covers the ground and _ conserves 
energy for the longer distances. The 
higher action is of benefit in cross- 
ing a rough and uneven country. In 
this the sprinter has some advant- 
age as compared with the ‘daisy 
cutting’ stayer. The _ sprinter’s 
shorter action gives him somewhat 
better balance and collection so that 
he can more quickly avoid holes and 
other similar hazards. 

So much for’ safety. When it 
comes to comfort, however, the 
stayer is superior, at least for those 
riding astride. The long, smooth 
action, which goes with high with- 
ers and a sloping shoulder, is much 
easier on the rider than the higher, 
choppier gait of the sprinter. A lady 
on a side saddle likes the shorter 
stride because it pitches her about 
less. Since most of our young ladies 
ride astride these days, however, 
we must vote for the stayer when 
it comes to comfort. 

As to soundness, stayers general- 
ly stay sounder than sprinters. 
Whether this is a matter of herodity 
or not has been much debated. Some 
say it is, others claim that it is the 
tremendous speed at which sprin- 
ters travel that breaks them down 
and that stayers never run fast 
enough to go unsound. It inust be 
admitted, however, that many very 
fast horses that proved unsound on 
the race track have been extensive- 
ly used in the stud. 

There are also certain respects in. 
which Thoroughbreds differ widely, 
which are jmportant from the hunt- 
er angle, but which have no rela- 
tionship to the sprinter-stayer angle. 
These have to do with quality—the 
refinement that makes a horse good 
to look at—and substance, which 
gives him the size as well as the 
shape to carry high weights across 
country. Quality and substance are 
found in both sprinters and stayers; 
they are not characteristic of one 
type or the other. On the other 
hand there are some“ines famous 
for quality, such as those of *Mah- 
moud and *Spanish Prinée, others 
famous for substance, such as those 
of *Teddy and *Light Brigade. In 
selecting Thoroughbred strains suit- 
able to produce hunters we must 
choose accordingly. 

To recapitulate: as to stamina, 
safety of action and disposition the 
advantages are with the sprinters. 
As to smoothness of action and 
soundness, the advantages are with 
the stayers. As to quality and sub- 
stance the advantages are with 
neither; however, they are charac- 
teristic of some strains and not of 
others. 

The fact that not all the qualities 
desirable in a hunter are found in 
any one strain of Thoroughbreds, 
nor indeed any considerable num- 
ber of them, poses a difficult pro- 
blem in selection. Some of the steps 
leading toward a solution of this 
problem will be discussed in a later 
issue,

Thursday, September 4th:

The children’s classes were out- 
standing in quality and numbers, 
and characterized by uniformly good 
performances on the part of both 
horses and riders. The children's 
corinthian, pairs of children’s hunt- 
ers and children’s hunt teams are 
particularly popular with the spec- 
tators, and require care, planning 
and hard work on the part of the 
owner-riders to turn in good per- 
formances. The children’s handy 
hunter class is a new one at Ches- 
ter County, and an excellent one to 
encourage real training at home, 
and with the children’s driving class 
in addition to the usual hack and 
jumping classes, the program is a 
well-rounded one designed to give 
up-and-coming children a real in- 
ecentive. Outstanding winners among 
the larger ponies were Tommy Har- 
vey’s Kinlock, and William John- 
ston’s Wee Ladd both as hacks and 
over fences, with Stoney Meadows’ 
brilliant Little King and smart lit- 
tle Junior, together with Misses 
March and Patty Lockhart’s fiery 
little Valley Mist and Billy Frantz’s 
clean-jumping General also account- 
ing for a sizeable share of the rib- 
bons. Among the horses, Charles 
Lyman, Jr.’s Scamp, Carter Buller’s 
Miramar, and Miss Carla Carpenter’s 
Black Market shared up the honors 
with close competition from Edward 
Mooney’s mannerly big mare, Brown 
Mist, and Miss Susie Ferguson’s 
good-looking Little Sister.

Duel With *Golden Hill Marks Conformation 
Hunter Classes At Successful 3-Day 
Show At Locust Valley, L. I. 





Aunty Climax 


Thursday, Friday, Saturday, Sep- 
tember 18, 19, and 20 proved to be 
the three best days of the summer 
for the 42nd annual Piping Rock 
Horse Show, Locust Valley, L. I. 
Old man weather, who usually be- 
grudges this particular show, really 
went to town with bright sunshine 


cooling breezes, and even good 
ground. This year the show was 
dedicated to the memory of Win 


chester (1859-1878), General Phil- 
lip H. Sheridan’s favorite mount. 
Everyone who has ever seen Piping 
Rock knows that the several differ- 
ent courses are not the easiest to 
be found, but are beautifully laid 
out and kept up. Any hunter from 
any type of hunting country has an 
equal chance on the outside course. 
Even the open jumper course varies 
from the ysual four fences, twice 
around routine. 

The conformation hunter division 
suw two of the really great hunters 
in the country today battling it out 
for the honours. Prompt Payment 
Mrs. John T. Maloney’s, well named 
7-year-old brown gelding showed us 
how they do it in Virginia, by tak- 
ing home not only the middle and 
heavyweight hunter championship, 
but also, the grand hunter champion- 
ship. Throughout the show he never 
changed his steady mannerly way 
of going. Miss Ellie Wood Keith was 
at the controls, did a wonderful job 
on him and she also must have had 
a wonderful time doing, it. Right 
beside him, and just a nose ahead a* 
the start was Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
A. Hale’s *Golden Hill demonstrat- 
ing the Connecticut technique. Hav- 
ing arrived at Piping Rock with his 
victories from North’ Shore _ sti'l 
warm in his pocket, this great chest- 
nut horse started off with his pre- 
vious week’s splash by winning the 
model hunters, open hunters and 
the special conformation hunter 
stake. The second day, however, the 
Cc. K. G. Billings Memorial Trophy 
found *Golden Hill 3rd to Prompt 
Payment, and Substitution, the lat- 
ter also owned by Mrs. Maloney. 
From there on the Hales’ horse be- 
gan to slip and Prompt Payment 
pulled away to finish up the three 
days 5 1-2 points ahead. 

A lively young mare, Valley Mist, 
owned by Mrs. Edward A. Robert- 
son of Long Island—went consis- 
tently well to take home the light- 
weight hunter championship. This 
mare, though young and green, cer- 
tainly knows how to gallop on and 
jump; and in the future will prove 
to be much stronger competition. 
Mrs. Robertson, who always shows 
her own horses, is one of the few 
ladies left who still rides side sad- 
dle and she does so magnificently. 
Halethorpe, owned and ridden by 
Mrs. Lewis M. Gibb went right along 
throughout the three days with his 
bold clean jumping, which he ob- 
viously loves, to take home the re- 
serve lightweight. 

The working hunter division 
proved to be by far the toughest to 
judge. My Chance, Mrs. Ralph K 
Trix’s 5-year-old bay gelding from 
Lake Placid, New York (I wonder if 
he skis, he looks intelligent enough 
to) outshone the rest of the field. 
His placid, even way of going de- 
served every one of his hard earned 
16 1-2 points. Just a few paces be- 
hind the champion were Kasachabar 


Stables newly acquired Fortitude 
and Mrs. Marjorie B. Hewlett’s 
Flicka. Roth were tied with 10 


points for the reserve, but after 
hacking for quite a while the form- 
er emerged triumphant. Charles V. 
Hickox, owner of the Kasachabar 
Stables (Mr. Hickox derived the 
name of his stable, Kasachabar. 
from his children, Katrina, Sarane, 
Chat. and Bart, all avid horse en- 
thusiasts), really purchased himself 
a lovely horse when he pought the 
7-year-old chestnut from William 
Haggin Perry of Virginia. This 
horse loves to jump, and stands well 
back and fairly flies over: as every- 
one in Nassau Countv knows it is 
quite a problem to keep him in a 
paddock. Flicka, always a nice go- 
ng cob, performed consistently well 
as she always does, and repested her 


victory by winning the 
Walter Jennings Memorial Trophy. 
This class calls for horses hunted 
with the Meadowbrook Hounds for 
one or more seasons, and to be 
owned by subscribers to the hunt. 

The open jumper division drew 
the majority of the entries, and as 
well, proved to be the most specta- 
cular, This year the show staged a 
new feature, The W. S. Blitz Gold 
Cup, believed to be the highest 
stake class offered for open jump- 
ers in this country. This class is 
divided into three divisions, one to 
be held each day of the show. In 
the first, the jumps are 4’-0”" and 
the stake is $500: the second divi- 
sion requires the fences to be 4’-6”’ 
and the stake is $750; and finally, 
in the third division, the . jumps 
must be 5’-0” the stake is $1,000 
In each division a prize of $100 is 
given the rider of the winning horse 
After each division has been held the 
W. S. Blitz Special Jumper Champ- 
ionship is awarded to the horse ob- 
taining the most points in the three 
events. This honour gives the win- 
ning horse $500 cash, and a solid 
gold replica of the perpetual trophy. 
The special tri-color went for the 
first time, this year, to that grand 
old timer High Tide, owned now by 
Milton Potter and ridden by Fran- 
ces Rice. This very aged horse, re 
cently purchased by his present 
owner from Donald Sutherland, was 
really climbing and seemed to love 
every minute of it. Only two points 
behind him, and winner of The 
Dykeman Trophy for the champion 
jumper in the show was Sun Beau. 
Sterling Smith’s lovely mannered 
chestnut gelding. This horse started 
off in grand style, but towards the 
end became a little tired, and no 
wonder, he’s been campaigning since 


last year’s 


June. Another outstanding jumper 
was Cardy Farms, Flying Colors. 
He is really all colors too, being 2a 
piebald. 

The children’s hunter’ division 


found Diva K, another entry fron 
the Kasachabar Stables, madly fight- 
ing it out with Chado, owned by 
Frank D. Chapot. The latter, a 7- 
year-old grey gelding with a bundle 
of manners and a nice safe way of 
of jumping, finally emerged the 
champion. In the children’s handy 
hunters he proved his perfect man- 
ners by obeying immediately every- 
thing asked of him. Diva K, anoth- 
er perfect child’s mount with a love- 
ly steady way of going besides per- 
fect manners, won the children’s 
hunter hacks and was 2nd in child 
ren’s handy hunters to take hom- 
the reserve 

Right up there, like an old timer, 
was half-pint sized Miss Kathleen 
Rice. As usual she stole the heart 
of every competitor and spectator. 
Her wonderful guardian and horse, 
16.1 hand Fitzgerald, was taking 
the usual good care of her and they 
jumped faultlessly to win the child- 
ren’s jumpers. An excellent perfor- 
mance was glso theirs in the open 
bareback jumping. Kathleen had 
been telling everyone how much bet- 
ter her trusty steed did without a 
saddle, but still there was a horri- 
fied silence while they went around.

Upsets In All Three of Belmont’s Feature 
Races On Belmont Special Day Causes 
Minor Earthquake To Form Players

Last Saturday there had been 
planned for Belmont Park what was 
believed—or at least asserted—the 
greatest single day’s racing of the 
season. ; 

The outcome, however, once again 
proved—up to the hilt—the truth 
of Bobby Burns’ immortal couplet: 
“phe pest-laid plans o’ mice and 

men, 

Gang oft agley.” 

For, taken altogether, 
proved one of the most complete 
flops—to use an expressive ternr 
from the vernacular for which there 
seems to be no really polite equiva- 
lent—in the history of racing. 

The premier event was-—on paper 
—the loudly heralded ‘‘match”’ be- 
tween Armed and Assault, for $100, 
000, ‘‘winner take all.” 

As readers of The Chronicle at 
all interested knew the result with- 
in a few minutes after it had occur- 
red, if they did not listen-in to Clem 
McCarthy’s broadcast of the event 
itself, we need not go into the de- 
tails. 

Suffice to say that no more appro- 
priate comment upon it can here be 
offered than this: 

That it forms a painful episode 
over which every sport-lover, as also 
every hard-headed realist without 
any sentimental obfuscations, will 
not care to linger. 

Briefly, it was something that 
should not have happened, that de- 
mands the veil of charity, and that, 
it is devoutly to be hoped, will prove 
the last, as it was also the first af- 
fair of the kind that intrudes upon 
the racing scene. 

With which requiescat let us pass 
to other things.

Aside from this event, the day’s 
program comprised no less’ than 
three other numbers, any one of 
which, in advance, promised much. 

In the order of their program- 


ming, they were as follows: 

The Matron Stakes, $25,000 add- 
ed, one of the principal events of 
the season for two-year-old fillies 
which was to signalize the eastern 
debut of the unbeaten Bewitch, froin 
the Calumet Farm Stable; meeting 
her therein being the pick of the 
contingent that had attracted atten- 
tion during the season along the 
Atlantic seaboard. 

The Coldstream Handicap, a spec- 
ial purse of $10,000, in which the 
brilliant Chicago flyer, With Plea- 
sure, that three times during the 
summer had beaten Armed over 
Windy City tracks, was making is 
Metropolitan debut. 

The Manhattan Handicap, $25,- 
000 added, one of the principal 
events of the fall for declared stay- 
ers, at a mile and a half, in which 
Stymie, the money-winning cham- 
pion and with the reputation of be- 
ing the best distance horse in train- 
ing, was to meet a small but select 
field, including the two stout South 
American invaders Rico Monte and 
Talon: the weights assigned indica- 
ting that he had a tough assignment 
before him. 

In each and every one of these 
races the result was a facer, the 
star entrants peing defeated! Their 
slaughter cost the favorite-players 
a staggering sum beside giving that 
entity known as public form such an 
earthquake as it had not experienced 
this season. 

Bewitch had previously raced only 
at Chicago since eurly starts down 
in Kentneky at Louisville and 
Keeneland. She had made a clean 
sweep of all her eight races, the last 
six of which were valuable stakes. 
and had piled up winnings of $206,- 
875. It was confidently expected 
that she would, by winning the Mat-

Disappointing Performance of Assault

provocative and sometimes provok- 
ing turf scrivener for The Daily Mir- 
ror, in his lead on the Armed-Assault 
Special at Belmont, called it ‘‘the 
match race to end match races.’”’ To 
this all hands who were at all con- 
cerned with the $100,000 benefit for 
The American Red Cross, the Cancer 
Fund and other charities breathed a 
protoundly felt Amen. 

Match Race Disappointing 

It was a bitterly disappointing af- 
fair and it did no good, if it did no 
harm, to racing as a whole. The 
worst thing it did was to get some 
very nice people in darned embar- 
rassing positions and it should be 
always remembered in the future by 
those who feel a match race fever 
coming on them. 

Armed—The Champion 

It proved nothing, for Assault very 
definitely was not the horse he has 
been in the past, and this was too 
had, for a finer looking, acting and 
running than Calumet’s Armed has 
seldom moved across the track at 
Belmont Park. He is every inch a 
champion and he certainly was key- 
ed to top pitch by Jimmy Jones, who 
has succeeded his father, Ben, as 
trainer for the fabulously successful 
Calumet stable. 

Assault Off 

Ili was a most trying week, with 
the veteran Max Hirsch knowing 
there was something wrong with his 
horse and wanting badly to call off 
the race, but with himself and his 
owner, the genuinely good sports- 
man Robert Kleberg, caught in that 
always charming spot of being damn- 
ed if they did and damned if they 
didn't, 

Anyone who has seen Assault at 
his peak will always regret the pair 
did not meet with the Texan run- 
ning well. That truly would have 
been worth going miles to see. This 


way, Armed does not receive the 
credit he might have had, and that’s 
too bad, for he is a real horse. 

Assault has been off since shortly 
before Jim Butler’s Gold Cup in 
July. He lost flesh and didn’t seem 
to put it back on, despite the fact 
he is a voracious eater. The exist- 
ence of the splint in his left foreleg 
was known for some months, but it 
had never bothered him. Then, on 
the Monday before the _ Special, 
Hirsch sent him out with two others 
and under his engaged jockey, Eddie 
Arcaro, for hard work. It was a 
poor work and there was evidence 
the splint was bothering him. He 
came around, however, and the first 
threatened cancellation was called 
off. Then, on Thursday morning, 
Hirsch, after icing the foreleg and 
applying hot stuff to it, sent him out 
in the rain and he worked excellently 
in the mud. Hirsch was jubilant, 
but a half hour after the work he 
became very sore and the race was 
threatened again. 

Had it been, as Kleberg said, an 
ordinary race, there would have been 
no question of starting him. But, in 
the Special, it wasn’t the question 
of scratching a horse; it was a mat- 
ter of calling off an entire event for 
which people, many of them, had 
come hundreds of miles. So they 
ran, with no betting and with only 
the bare chance Assault would run 
as well as he had in his Thursday 
work, 

Assault’s Last Race? 

It seems doubtful now that Assault 
will race again. He was to have 
been retired to the stud this winter 
at any rate, standing first in Ken- 
tucky and afterwards in Texas. Un- 
less his leg improves very much, it 
it unlikely he will go into a gate 
again. It’s too bad his final public 
appearance had to be of this type.

Resolution From 
State Veterinarian 
Against Swamp Fever 





The committee selected by the 
Virginia Horsemen’s Association to 
determine the best procedure to pre- 
vent the swamp fever from spreading 
in Virginia has secured the follow- 
ing resolution last week from the 
state veterinarian in Richmond: 
“Commonwealth of Virginia, Depart. 
ment of Agriculture and Immigra. 
tion, Division of Animal Husbandry, 
Richmond. A regulation to protec 
horses in this state from swamp 
fever: 

Whereas the state veterinarian js 
reliably informed that swamp fever 
or infectious amenia has been dia- 
gnosed in horses in other states, the 
state veterinarian has no knowledge 
of the existence of swamp fever jn 
horses in this state. Therefore under 
the provision of Section 912, of The 
Code of Virginia, and for the pro- 
tection of the horses in this state 
from swamp fever, the importation 
of horses from the states of Connec- 
ticut, Delaware, Kentucky, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, New Jersey, New York. 
Ohio, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, 
Vermont and West Virginia into 
this state is prohibited unless they 
are accompanied by a _ certificate 
signed by a_ licensed veterinarian 
and approved by the state veterin- 
arian of the state of origin to the 
effect that said horses are not af- 
fected with or have not been expos- 
ed to swamp féver. Dated at Rich- 
mond, Virginia, September 24, 1947, 
(signed) H. C. Givens, State Veter- 
inarian. 

The resolution came as the result 
of a meeting of.the Virginia Horse- 
men in Middleburg at the Red Fox 
Tavern, on Monday, Sept. 22. Mem- 
bers of the committee are Colin 
MacLeod, A. Mackay-Smith, J. T. 
Skinner, Dr. R. L. Humphrey, Mel- 
ville Church II, and Howell Jackson.

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Stallion Ads May Tell More To Advantage 





Ways To A Broodmare Owner’s Heart Includes 
Other Factors Beside Racing Record, 
Pedigrees and Produce of A Thoroughbred Sire

The size of the racing papers is 
now beginning to get back to nor- 
mal, Before the summer sales the 
covers were swelled almost to burst- 
ing with yearling advertising. After 
the accouchements of Keeneland 
and Saratoga, however, they shrank 
away to thin reminders of their 
former selves. Now at last they are 
fattening up a little. 

The season is stallion advertis- 
ing. This is the time when stallion 
owners are displaying their wares 
and mare owners are looking for 
likely mates for their matrons. Of 
course if you are a top flight breed- 
er and have seasons to Bull Lea, 
*Mahmoud and Pilate booked for 
the next three years you are not 
thinking about stallions now. But 
if you operate in a less rarified at- 
mosphere and are just an average 
market breeder, you will be scan- 
ning those ads pretty. closely. 

Stallion advertising has under- 
gone a very considerable ‘ change 
during the past twenty years. If yon 
turn back to the pages filled with 
such names as Fair Play, Broomstick 
and others of that generation, you 
will find little information beside 
the name of the horse, his sire and 
dam, his fee and his owner. For 
every inch of print there will be 
three of blank paper. 

Today stallion ads are black with 
newsprint. We find set forth in full 
not only the racing record of the 
horse himself, but also the racing 
and producing records of his sire, 
dam and grand dam, which also 
necessarily includes the racing re- 
cords of their most successful off- 
spring. This is the age of statistics 
and they are as much in demand in 
the Thoroughbred breeding business 
as in any other business. 

All this is as it should be. We 
have more statistical information on 
the Thoroughbred than we have on 
any other breed of livestock. We 
are certainly missing the boat if we 
don’t take advantage of it. 

At the same time any advertis- 
ing copy, no matter how informa- 
tive, grows tiresome if it is constant- 
ly repeated. If one is to keep one’s 
horse before the public, one must 
keep on advertising, however. Con- 
sequently the best advertising pro- 
grams are those where there are 
tfeasonably frequent changes of 
copy. 

Although present day stallion ad- 
vertisements are doing a good job 
as far as presenting racing and pro- 
ducing records are concerned, most 
of them fail to answer one question 
which is uppermost in the minds of 
every breeder. This is: What are 
the chances of my mare getting in 
foal? J believe some information 
along these lines could well be 
alternated with the figures and sta- 
tistics which now make up the 
major portion of the bill of fare. 

There are really three things 
which a mare owner wants to know 
along these lines. They are: Will 





my mare get in foal? Will she be 
properly cared for while she pro- 
duces the foal which she is now 
carrying? Will she and her off- 
spring be returned in top. con- 
dition? 

Of course none of these questions 
can be answered yes or no in ade 
vance. At the same time there are 
certain facts which can be presented 
in advertisement form which will 
help the mare owner to calculate 
his chance of getting a favorable 
answer to all three questions when 
the breeding season is over. 

One fact is the stallions previous 
record of fertility. If a horse got 
80 per cent or better of his mares 
in foal last year or for the past 
three years, by all means let the 
mare owner know about it. If he 
did worse and if there is some 
legitimate excuse for his failure, it 
will often be better to come out and 
explain why, rather than let the 
horse’s reputation be destroyed by 
a whispering campaign. 

Another important matter from 
the mares owner’s point of view is 
the question of veterinary care. If 
there is a veterinarian connected 
with the farm, either in residence 
or on a retainer basis, why not tell 
breeders about it? The information 
will help you and it will help the 
veterinarian as well. Most of them 
are like all the rest of us—grateful 
for a boost here and there. 

There is the matter of farm 
management. If the stud has been 
established some time and if the 
employees have been’ connected 
with it for several years, tell it to 
your prospective customers. A rapid 
labor turnover undermines the con- 
fidence of the mare owner fhat his 
darling will be well cared for. By 
the same token experienced men 
who are satisfied with their jobs 
are distinctly reassuring. 

Let the breeder know the names 
of the manager, the stallion man 
and the broodmare man. When he 
comes to the place he will know 
who to ask for. Furthermore, if 
the men are worth their salt, they 
are entitled to this bit of publicity. 

There is the question of the 
plant, whether it is equipped to 
handle mares and foals. Are there 
sufficient foaling stalls, are they 
of such construction that they can 
be kept sanitary? Are there enough 
paddocks and is there good fencing? 
These too are important. 

Finally there is the matter of the 
land. Is there a parasite control 
program, is there sufficient acreage 
so that cattle can be alternated with 
horses? Is there well fertilised 
pasture and does the farm feed the 
best quality of hay as well as enough 
grain? - 

There are other matters along 
these lines that the stallion owner 
will think of, but at least enough 
to suggest a new line of advertis- 
ing. We believe that it will afford 
a welcome variation from the more

On Monday, September 22, “Beau- 
tiful Belmont”’ opened its portals to 
17,000 moist, unhappy people who 
braved the downpour. 

It also opened its infield to 10 of 
those inevitable claiming maiden 
hurdlers that seem to multiply like 
rabbits.

He was 
bred in Jamaica, giving the race a 
touch of internationism. Slam, the 
3rd horse, had an undesired running 
mate in the riderless Petee-Pat, 
which lost his rider at the 3rd fence 
and came along to see the fun, pick- 


ing on ‘‘Dooley’’ Adams’ mount as 
his main target.

It is a moot point in this depart- 
ment’s opinion as to whether Sep- 
tember 25 will go down in racing 
history as the 39th running of the 
Brook Steeplechase Handicap, or as 
“long shot day’.

Steeplechasing In Washington, Illinois Draws 
Good Entries As Austin Brown Rides His 
Own Bluish To Win Feature of 6-Race Program

On Saturday, September 20, some 
9.000 expectant spectators lined the 
natural saucer-shaped bluffs above 
the Creve Coeur Race Course at 
Washington, Illinois. Central  Illi- 
nois was lucky in having a perfect. 
warm, sunny September day for the 
inaugural running of the Annual 
Creve Coeur Race Meeting. 

The meeting was perfectly man- 
aged and organized. There were 
none of the usual slips, and no im- 
provisations of any kind were need- 
ed. A loud speaker and highly effi- 
cient announcer kept every one uD 
to date on the entries, riders, con- 
ditions of the races and finally the 
results. Because of the layout of the 
course, the usual problem of keep- 
ing spectators from tripping up the 
horses and getting themselves kill- 
ed was completely lacking. The 
course was very small and sharp 
while curving around one side, rath- 
er like the rim of half a coffee cup, 
there arose a 20-foot  pluff with 
boxes along the top and a sloping 
pank so that everyone could see 
every part of the course. From a 
spectator’s point of view, nothing in 
this country compares with it 
though the riders must have found 
the turns pretty sharp. 

The 1st race, the Tazewell Coun- 
ty Hunters’ Steeplechase, over 1 1-4 
miles, with 7 fences, brought out a 
field of 8. A post-entry, Casadon. 
owned by Stanley Luke, LaGrange, 
Ill., and ridden by G. Helder, led for 
a full circuit the course, but on the 
second time around was passed by 
Magic Shift and Duty Calls. Magic 
Shift, owned and ridden by Burford 
Danner, of Zionsville, Ind., forged 
ahead at the 5th fence and won gal- 
loping by 10 lengths. Duty Calls, 
owned by Carter Brown and ridden 
by his son, Austin, was 2nd over 





jockey named Hare. 

The winner, Magic Shift, an 11- 
year-old by Magic Wand—Old Shif- 
ty, was running in his first steeple- 
chase; it was his owner’s first ride 
over fences and he trained the horse 
himself. Last winter Mrs. Danner 
hunted him regularly with the 
Traders Point Hunt and a week be- 
fore this meeting she showed him 
in the Indiana State Fair. 

The 2nd race, 3-8ths of a mile on 
the flat for ponies under 15 inches, 
and ridden by boys or girls of 14 or 
under, was won in good style by 
Blue Boy ridden by Dewey Hanson 
with Hermit, ridden by Walter Mil- 
ler, a close 2nd. 

Production, a good looking but 
tempermental horse which Guilford 
Dudley sent up from Nashville, won 
The Illinois Steeplechase, an open 
race at 1 1-4 miles, under J. Helder. 
This was Production’s first race 
over fences. In May, he won the Ox- 
moor Flat race in a cloudburst. His

The Vanishing Master of Horsemanship 





American Riding Schools Need More and Better 
Qualified Instructors If Civilians Are To Take 


Place of Army Riders In International Contests

With the abolition of the caval- 
ries the Cavalry Schools are closed, 
and the source from which the 
horseman could draw his technical 
knowledge has dried up. Then what? 

In European countries, especially 
on the continent, civilian horsemen 
have always considered’ their re- 
spective Cavalry Schools as institu- 
tions of the highest standard, where 
the best methods in the development 
of horsemanship are used and 
taught. These methods based on the 
sound principles of equitation and 
dressage are accepted without re- 
serve. They are the ‘“‘credo”’ for all 
who ride. 

America has not yet come to the 
point where all who ride are giving 
full recognition to the doctrines of 


horsemanship emanating from the 
Ft. Riley Cavalry School. Some 


years, perhaps some generations, are 
necessary in order to establish in 
this country a uniform standard of 
riding and horse training. 

Nevertheless, the growing suc 
cesses of the United States armv 
riders during the last 25 or 30 years 
in national and international com- 
petitions, on American’ soil and 
abroad, have not failed to attract 
attention. These brilliant horsemen 
have given proof of the soundness 
of their technique—they have shown 
the way! But, unfortunately, their 
methods were just beginning to 
spread amongst the civilian horse- 
men, when all of a sudden their 
leadership is. vanishing! And now. 
who is going to carry on their edu- 
cational work, take their place and 
set the example? 

To put it bluntly, the civilian es- 
tablishments are utterly failing on 
their job, though one would think 
that the ‘‘raison d’etre’’ of ‘“‘Schools”’ 
and ‘‘Academies’’ would be to teach 
riding and horse training. With very 
few and rare exceptions the instruc- 
tional personnel of these schools is 
composed of amateurish horsemen 
and horsewomen without any tech- 
nical knowledge, relying on empiric 
and rough-and-ready methods. The 
competent instructor with experi 
ence, solid background and ability 
to teach is as difficult to find as the 
proverbial needle in the hay stack 

It should be borne in mind that 
in order to teach a little one must 
possess a powerful lot of knowledge: 
and unless one has gone through a 
thorough and well conducted course 
in horsemanship at the hands of 
well qualified masters, one has not 
the necessary requirements to teach 
others. In other words one must 
learn before one can teach, and that 
is what the average riding instruc 
tor has neglected to do. 

The most effective means to im 
prove horsemanship and raise it to 


a fairly high level is to give the 
youth a solid education. The novices 
of today are the riders of tomor- 


row. There cannot be any improve- 
ment as long as the educational 
system remains in the hands of a 
horde of amateurish teachers who 
are a discredit to the profession. 
Going to the root of the problem, 
the first step should be to get rid 
of these and give to the student a 
reasonable guarantee that his or 
her instructor has the necessary 
qualifications. England is giving an 
example of how this can he done. 
While eontinental Europe has for 
generations developed and firmly 
established a uniform system of rid- 
ing and schooling horses based on 
sound principles, England did not 
seem to take much interest in the 
improvement of equitation and 
dressege, untf! the British horge- 








men began to realize that if they 
wished to compete in equestrian 
sports with their neighbors from 
across the channel they should have 
to study and adopt the latter’ 
methods. 

To that effect, some twenty years 
ago, there was formed in England 
an organisation with the purpose of 
developing the use of the riding 
horse along lines recommended by 
the continental schools. The society 
was called “‘The Institute of the 
Horse Ltd.’’, with an annual mem- 
bership fee of one Guinea. Its first 
president was the Duke of Beau- 
fort M. F. H. In addition a junior 
branch was organized under the 
name of “The Pony Club’, ‘open 
to all girls and boys under 17 years 
of age. The object being to encour- 
age young people to ride, while of 
fering the opportunity of receiving 
instructions of a higher class and 
on more orthodox lines than many 
can obtain individually.” 

Amongst the several articles from 
the “Institute of the Horse” are: 

“To be the authoritative center 
of information on all matters relat- 
ing to the horse, his training and 
management.” 

“To give lectures in various cen 
ters On horsemanship and horsemas- 
tership with lantern slides and film 
illustrations.” 

“To be able to recommend vari- 
ous riding schools where reliable 
and authoritative practical instruc- 


tion and demonstration may be 
given.” 
“To recommend _— establishments 


where the proper training of young 
horses and the schooling of hunter: 
and polo ponies will be undertaken.” 

A system of organization has heen 
introduced by means of which the 
headquarters of the Institute is in 
close touch with its supporters. It 
provides a commissioner in every 
district of Great Britain, each ot 
these districts corresponding to the 
different hunting counties. 

One of the important steps taken 
towards the establishment of a 
general standard of horsemanshin 
has been the creation of ‘‘Instruc- 
tor’s Certificates’. Every three 
months a board of three members 
convene at various places for the 
examination of applicants for certi- 


ficates. The examination being on 
equitation, dressage and _ stable 
management. The examiners are 
senior army officers of recognized 


experience and technical knowledge. 
The certificates may be of the first 
second or third degree, according to 
the. ability of the applicant,  al- 
though these certificates are not 
compulsory in order to obtain a 
position as riding master, their pur- 
pose is nevertheless to a great ex- 
tent achieved, as all Riding Schools 
are now advertizing “Our instruc- 
tors with Institute of the House 
Certificates”. This means that re- 
gardless of which riding school one 
may go to for instruction, the teach- 
ings are uniform and based on tha 
same conception as that of the vari- 
ous Cavalry Schools. ; 

In Germany, owing to the drastic 
reduction of her army after World 


War I, and consequently to the 
small number of military students 
itfendineg the Hanover Cavalry 
School, the government made it 


compulsory for riding instructors to 
possess a diploma. 

Reports from England indicate 
that the “Institute of the Horse’ ts 
doing a good job. 

Could a similar institution be or- 
vanized in the United States and 
set to work?? . 

However. what can be done suc- 
cessfully in a small and compact 
country like England offers consid- 
erably more difficulties in a vas+ 
territory like the United States. 
where the riding centers are so far 
apart and without cohesion. In or- 
der to lessen these difficulties the 
starting of such a movement should 
be localized in the Eastern States 
where the equestrian sport is firm- 
ly established and has a better back- 
ground. ;

Early Horse Vans In England 
That First Took Racehorses 
Off Roads Between Matches 


J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 


The late John Osborne could re- 
member when horses trained at 
Middleham made the long journey 
to Scottish race meetings by road. 
In prerailway days it took 4 or 5 
days to complete the journey over 
the Border, and one is inclined to 
wonder if, after all, Thoroughbreds 
jn those times had not more stamine 
than they have today, or if it 
merely is that we now coddle them 
more. Not only did they at one time 
walk 20 or 30 miles a day for days 
on end, but when they got to the 
scottish meetings they were some- 
times called upon to run 2 or 3 heats 
of 1 1-2 m. 2 m., or farthur, each 
heat, in one afternoon, carrying 
much higher weights than today, 
and on tracks to which the care now 
given, Was undreamt of. 

Now horses are transported by 
motor-van from Malton, Richmond, 
Ripon, Doncaster, Middleham and 
elsewhere in as many hours as afore- 
time it took days to reach Scotland. 
Moreover, they can be home in their 
own boxes at night, which means a 
lot to a “funky’’ horse. Racehorses 
have already been carried by air, 
but although trainers, jockeys and 
others regularly use ‘planes to reach 
Scotland and to leave it to attend 
other meetings in the south on the 
following day, it is not likely ‘planes 
will in our time be employed to 


carry horses except to save them 
long sea voyages. 
It is interesting to note that it 


was trainers in Scotland who were 
the pioneers of road-vans to con- 
gerve the energies, and save the 
feet and legs of outstanding horses 
under their charge. Probably the 
journeys were not much more ex- 
peditious, but the leg-weariness of 
hundreds of miles on hard roads 
was avoided. 

It is true that Lord George Bent- 
inck sent Elis by rvad-van from the 
south to win the 1836 St. Leger but 
it was really William I’Anson who, 
in 1839, began regularly to use 
such a vehicle for taking racehorses 
long distances. In that year he had 
Lonercost, owned by that great 
Scotch sportsman Master of Hounds, 
four-in-hand driver, coursing man 
and bloodstock breeder—Mr. Ram- 
say of Barnton. Lanercost was % 
horse with very flat, thin-soled feet, 
and, after running him at Liverpooi 
he sent him by sea from there to 
Glasgow and won a couple of races 
with him at the Caledonian Hunt 
meeting. From Cupar he was sent 
by road-van to win the Berwickshir? 
Hunt Cup at Kelso, and another 
Gold Cup the same week at Dum- 
fries (on Oct. 17th). On Oct. 28th 
came the first Cambridgeshire ever 
to be run and Lanercost made the 
journey in his van from Scotland 
to Newmarket to win it. We are 
tod that he was so cramped for 
space ‘in the vehicle in which he 
stood night and day, that he was too 
stiff to trot, let alone canter, when 
Noble, his jockey, got him out. He 
cartied top-weight (8st 9 lbs.) in 
the Cambridgeshire race and won [1 
by a length. I’Anson used thiS road- 
Van (built to his suggestions by Mr. 
Ramsay’s estate joiner) for other 
horses he sent long distances from 
his place at Gullane. 

The year after William I’Anson 
had begun to use his road-van Matt- 
hew Dawson had a similar convey- 
aice made and took Lord Glasgow’s 
Pathfinder from Gullane to run in 
the 1840 Derby. The van was drawn 
ty four post-horses, relays being en- 
baged on the way. It took four days 
o reach Catterick Bridge, where 
there was a halt, so that a filly 


(also owned by Lord Glasgow, and 
Pathfinder’s travelling companion) 
might win a match there. It took 
five more days after leaving Cat- 
tetick before arriving at Epsom.
